If the deliberate aim had been 
to create a wave of popular sentiment in favor of 
a restoration of the monarchy, it could scarcely 
have been gone about in a more effective way. 
Discontent bordering upon rebellion prevails in 
many sections of the country. The danger af | 
actual dismemberment of the Empire is real. The | 
German public must look back with longing to 
the times when Wilhelm ruled at Potsdam, and | 
wish that he was there again. As to the present | 
German Government, it is evidently only a place f 
holder. To the protest of the Allied Council of | 
Ambassadors, Chancellor Stressman replied that 
he saw no reason why the Government should | 
prevent a German subject returning to Germany | 
to join his family, in allusion to the ex-Urown | 
Prince. That formula provides also and equally 
well as an excuse for allowing the return of Wil 
helm. Resistance toward the abolition of the | 
republic, and the re-establishment of the old} 
regime, is not to be looked for at Berlin.
